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DRASTIC LAW 
IS DIRECTED 
AT GAMBLING 

Modeled after the Pasadena gambling 
ordinance and designed to prohibit all 
kinds of games of chance for money or 
merchandise prizes is the ordinance 
adopted at last evening's meeting of 
the city trustees. The ordinance has 
been under consideration for several 
weeks, having been introduced a month 
or more ago. 

Trustees Gray, Pegler, Tarr and 
Jones voted in favor of the ordinance. 
Trustee Steinberger who was one of 
the earliest agitators for a gambling 
ordinance and signed the report of 
the ordinance committee recommend¬ 
ing the present ordinance tor passage 
voted against it. He explained his vote 
by saying that he had talked with a 
number of people who thought it was 
too drastic and might interfere with 
social card games, where prizes were 
offered more as a matter ot form than 
because of value which would be an 
encouragement to the gambling spirit. 
Other trustees expressed the view that 
if such social games i ame within the 
scope of the ordinance the offering of 
prizes ought to he discontinued in the 
interest of the impartial enforcement 
of the law." 

Terms of Ordinance 

The ordinance covers the playing at 
or betting on games, tile maintaining 
of places where gambling is carried on, 
or Hie permitting of gambling by the 
owner of the property. It covers any 
"mine played, conducted, dealt or car¬ 
ried on with cards, dice, or any other 
device, for money, checks, chips, credit, 
pennants, cigars, candy, merchandise 
or Other valuable thing or representa¬ 
tive of value." Punch boards and 
drawings of all kinds are thus seen to 
be |uit under the ban. 

Violation of the ordinance is de¬ 
termined to be a misdemeanor, punish¬ 
able by J50 fine or .'hi days' imprison¬ 
ment or both. The complete ordinance 
Is published mi another page of this 
paper. 

Kersting Court Dedicated 

City Engineer Hixbv presented a new 
mail prepared by the Sierra Madre 
Building & Investment Corporation 
covering the property from Windsor 
Bane on Central avenue to the north 
end of the frontage on Baldwin ave¬ 
nue. and recommended that it be ac¬ 
cepted, which was done. The principal 
point of interest to tJie city is the dedi¬ 
cation of Kersting Court, the short 
lreel running on the diagonal past 
the Pacific Electric Station, as a pub¬ 
lic highway. The rest of the prop¬ 
erty is subdivided into parcels on the 
lines of the present store buildings, 
with a private alley reserved through 
the rear. 

Track Improvement 

Promise of repairs and Improvement 
to the Pacific Electric tracks on Cent¬ 
ral and Baldwin avenues to cost about 
$ 12.0ti0 were contained In it letter from 
th'e Pacific Electric. The (oiapaity 
officials asked for time on account of 
the emergency repair work made nec¬ 
essary all over the system by the re¬ 
cent storms. Chairman Jones said he 
regarded the condition of the local 
tracks In many places as demanding 
emergency repairs, the ruts which 
have washed out along the rails mak¬ 
ing traffic In autos or carriages ex¬ 
tremely perilous In places. The clerk 
was Instructed to communicate the 
desire of the board that the work be 
done at once, the approach of the time 
when flower festival visitors will come 
to Sierra Madre making street repairs 
Immedlutuly necessary. 

The sum of *250 was appropriated 
from the promotion fund for the use 
of the Mower festival committee. 

H. T. Kennel sent a communication 
to the hoard asking that the roadways 
on the' scenic drive above Carter a\o- 
nuo he put into passable condition be¬ 
fore the Flower Festival. The street 
superintendent was authorized to do 
that portion of the work which de¬ 
volves upon the clt^ 

Trustee Gray called attention to.the 
large number of drunks and other 
’vagrants who have been taken up re¬ 
cently by the officers and asked If the 
city ordinances would not permit such 
men being put to work upon the 
streets. City Attorney Montgomery 
pleaded ignorance of criminal law, but 
expressed the opinion offhand that a 
sentence would he neecssarv and that 
the city ordinances do nol at present 
provide for such punishment. 

Highway Meeting Postponed 

Owing to the inability of the speak¬ 
ers selected lo he present on the ditto 
originally set. the mass meeting for 
consideration of the Huntington Drive 
project has been postponed to Satur¬ 
day evening. March 7. Chairman 
Hawks of the special Board of Trade 
committee In charge asks that the 
date he kept In mind and that all who 
lire Interested exert themselves lo se¬ 
cure a large itlerulnnee.

NANY TO LOSE VOTE DRUNKS ON INCREASE ANOTHER RECORD SET 


Sierra Madre Voters Slow About 
Putting Their Names on 
the Register 

With about 601) voters in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre and only about 200 registered to 
date there seems to he a strong pros- 
pect that a large number of citizens 
will be unable to vote at the city elec¬ 
tion on the second Monday in April. 
Registrations close thirty days before 
any election, and to vote at the city 
election it will be necessary to regis¬ 
ter before March 13. 

The city election is non-partisan and 
no statement of party affiliation is nec¬ 
essary. No one cun participate in the 
nomination of party candidates at the 
August primary unless the party pref¬ 
erence is indicated in the registration, 
tion. 

S. H. Spafford has been appointed 
registration oHIcer Tor Sierra Madre, 
succeeding E. E. Ballou who resigned 
oj. account of the pressure of other 
business. Mr. SpafTord may he found 
at Ills place of .business. 41 North Bald 
win avenue, during the day, or in the 
evening by appointment. 

It is seldom that the voters are so 
negligent about registering before elec¬ 
tions. Probably many have been await¬ 
ing developments in the various party 
organizations before determining with 
what party to affiliate. Hut that should 
not ilcter them from registering be¬ 
fore March 13 so they can vote at the 
city election. It would lie extremcl> 
unfortunate to have voters denied the 
ballot at the city election by reason of 
their own neglect 

Non-Partisan Features 

It should he remembered that the 
great aim of the primary law is to de¬ 
termine the will of the people in public 
affairs, and not chiclly to promote par¬ 
tisanship. While the law provides for 
party affiliation it is not the paramount . 
idea. It Is specifically non-partisan, j 
and strictly so in the matter of justices 
of the supreme court, district courts of 
appeal, superior courts, elective county 
officers and township courts. 

Nominations for all these arc made j 
locally and by petition, and the law 
stipulates positively that "the word 
•parjy’ sli ill be omitted from said doc¬ 
ument" petition. And the act further 
reads: "That no such nomination pa- ! 
per. nor any sei tion thereof shall con- : 
tain the name of any political paarty. 
of any signer thereto, nor shall the 
candidate he referred to as a candi¬ 
date for nomination of any party, and 
any nomination paper for any candi¬ 
date for a judicial office, school other, 
county office, or township office, may 
he signed by any qualified elector of 
the county, whether registered as be¬ 
ing affiliated with any. or with no. po- | 
litieal party." This eliminates all party 
affairs and party action on the part of 
such candidates and their petitioners. | 
ers. 

However, every political party which 
complies with other provisions of the 
act will have tickets at the primaries, 
hut these must he alike in their desig¬ 
nations for tlu* judicial, county, and 
township offices, and In that respect 
like the non-partisan ticket, but ail 
the same as the non-partisan ticket in 
local matters. Each voter who has not 
declared a party affiliation at registra¬ 
tion shall be supplied at the primary 
with such non-partisan ticket. The 
voter may have a political preference, 
declared or otherwise, hut here it fails 
to get an expression. 

Under the law, and in practice. It is 
wholly unnecessary for a so-called lo¬ 
cal candidate to publicly declare his 
or her politics, ir ty take an active 
part in a party campaign Candidates 
can have political preferences, and usu¬ 
ally do. hut this law relieves them from 
boosting a party in order to promote 
their own candidac y. Each must suc¬ 
ceed upon his or her own merits, and 
the good will and favor of the people.

For some unexplained reason the 
number of drunks sems to be on the 
Increase at a surprising rate in Sierra 
Madre. Officers Udell and Cox have 
been called upon to take a few of them 
into custody, hut a still larger number 
escape entertainment in the city hos¬ 
telry. No less than live have appeared 
in one neighborhood within a very 
short time, and some have been seen 
in other parts of town. 

What form (if entertainment to pro¬ 
vide for those taken into custody with 
a view to making repetition of the 
offense uninviting is something of a 
problem. The city ordinances do not 
constitute drunkenness as disorderly 
conduct and the mere fact of a man 
being drunk seems not to he sufficient 
ground for placing a man under ar¬ 
rest unless he is otherwise disorderly. 
But even when under arrest there is 
no provision for anything hut a fine 
or imprisonment. Marshal Udell would 
like to have an ordinance making it 
possible to put bums and drunks to 
work on the streets and work off the 
effect of their jags. He thinks this 
would be effective in discouraging va¬ 
grants and drunks from coming to 
town, besides helping out the street 
superintendent's department. 

Just as pertinent as the question of 
disposing of men who have absorbed 
too much booze, is the question. Where 
do they get it? Some of the jags may 
he brought to town already effective. 
But some of them are undoubtedly of 
domestic manufacture. Where do they 
get It? 

During the liquor campaign last year 
the public was given every assurance 
that the local wineries would not sell 
to Mexicans, Japs or drunks. The 
News does not presume to dispute the 
honorable people who made those as¬ 
sertions. Eliminating the wineries as 
the source of these numerous jags, the 
only apparent answer seems to he the 
delightfully vague one of a blind pig. 
But it is evident that some one is sell¬ 
ing booze of a variety that makes 
beastly and disorderly drunks because 
tliore is money in it. Answer it your¬ 
self.

February Record Is Raised and 
Season’s Total Approaches 
Top Figures 

As the aftermath of last week's 
Storm Sierra Madre people are con¬ 
gratulating themselves on their good 
fortune in the small amount of local 
damage as compared with what nearly 
every other community suffered. The 
property damage was negligable here, 
and the damage to streets was sur¬ 
prisingly small. The paved streets 
and gutters were subjected to a test 
of the utmost severity in carrying off 
the storm water. Considering the in¬ 
evitable damage to highways and prop¬ 
erty which would have resulted with 
unimproved strets, the cost of street 
improvement may be considered as paid 
off by the saving during this one 
storm. 

Last week’s paper was published 
during the height of the storm, and 
this week the full report of the rain¬ 
fall is given. During the storm’s early 
stages the precipitation in the moun¬ 
tains seemed comparatively light, but 
later the water which came down the 
canyons made up for lost time. The 
streams reached a height never before 
recorded. 

Flood conditions in the valley and in 
Los Angeles were worse than ever tie- 
fore. Electric and steam lines were 
crippled or halted entirely and have 
not returned to normal running time 
because of the condition of the tracks. 1 

Sierra Madre was without mail ser¬ 
vice for the greater part of a week. 
This condition was generally felt to 
be inexcusable, as other towns had 
daily mails in spite of the interruption 
of all car and train service.

The rainfall recorded for the current 
month establishes a new record for the 
month of February as compared with 
the records of the past 25 years. 

The average for February during the 
I 25-year period has been 4.75 inches. 

The next highest February rainfall 
I was 14.79 Inches in 1905. In February, 
1891, the rainfall was 13.48 inches. 

The record to date for the current 
season of 42.14 is exceeded by the total 
rainfall of but one season during the 
25-year period. In 1889-90 the total 
was 48.61 inches, if during the months 
of March and April the rainfall should 
reach the average for those two months 
of 6.09 and 1.22 respectively a new rec¬ 
ord for the season's total would he 
established. Most people will be per¬ 
fectly content with a considerably less 
amount Just enough late rainfall to 
shorten the dusty season would be suf¬ 
ficient in their opinion. 

CALIFORNIA RAIN RECORDS 

If the rainfall of the present season 
seems heavy it may be interesting to 
compare the figures recorded in other 
years at various places in California. 
Some remarkable records are tabulat¬ 
ed in a recent government publication 
of which Prof. McAdie Is the author, 
dealing with weather conditions on 
the Pacific Coast. 

Some astonishing stories of exces¬ 
sive rain are told by Prof. McAdie. 
Monumental, in Del Norte county, in 
1909 had a rainfall of 153.54 inches, 
j i >nly at Glennra, Ore., with a record 
j ill' 167.29 for a single year, has this 
J tremendous rainfall record been ex¬ 
ceeded in records for the United States 
! During the same year of 19u9 it rained 
1 136.38 inches at Kemptonville, 123.31 
1 at Deer t'reek, and 119.45 inches at 
Westbranoh. while La Porte had a 
rainfall of 120.20 during 1896. The 
1 heaviest rainfall for a single month 
ever recorded in the United States was 
| at Helen Mine. Cal., in January. 1909. 
when 71.54 inches felt, while a number 
of other California towns scored more 
I than 6o inches during that same Janu- 
; ary. 1909, among them being La Porte, 
Lagalin. Woodleaf and Westbranch. 

| I'umpo has the record for the heaviest

for a single day This was 11< 3 inches 
on August 12. 1891. and all of this fell 
| within 80 minutes. That one storm

SHOOTING OVER 
LAND DISPUTE 

As tiie result of a dispute over the 
transfer of a Park Manor lot and the 
sale of the fruit thereon, E. F. Ballou 
was shot and dangerously wounded this 
morning by Mrs. Eleanor Warren of 
East Grand View Avenue. The revol¬ 
ver bullet entered the body near the 
heart and passed out at the side. Dr. 
Mackerras was called immediately to 
dress the wound but would not venture 
an opinion as to its seriousness. 

Differences incident to the transfer of 
the lot seem to have caused the trouble. 
Mr. Ballou had undertaken to purchase 
the lot and had paid for if in part, but 
there was some hitch in the proceed¬ 
ings. He was advised by his attorney 
that he was entitled to possession of 
the lot and to the fruit on the trees, 
Mrs. Warren taking the opposite view. 

This morning she started for the lot 
and, meeting J. P. Vosburg on the road, 
fried to sell him the fruit. Failing in 
this she displayed the revolverand said 
she was going to the lot and “meant 
business." Vosburg met Harvey Stein¬ 
berger a few minutes later and while 
discussing the incident and the advisa¬ 
bility of trying to prevent violence 
they heard a shot. 

From what can be learned it seems 
that Mrs. Warren went to the lot and 
began picking lemons. Mr. Ballou, whose 
home is nearby, saw her and came out 
to warn her that she was trespassing. 
After some words, she drew the gun, 
which Mr. Ballou tried to take away. 
In the scuffle the gun was discharged 
with the result reported above. 

Marshal Udell was summoned to the 
Ballou residence where Mr. Ballou 
swore out a warrant for the arrest of 
Mrs. Warren, charging assault with in¬ 
tent to kill. In the meantime she came 
to the city hall and surrendered herself 
to Kecorder Perry and was locked up 
pending removal to the county jail.

Failing miserably in their annexation 
scheme because the adjoining com¬ 
munities would have none of it, the 
j push in Los Angeles have unequivocal- 
! ly announced their intention to annex 
the entire county just as the Gleaner 
pointed out they would do. 

The announcement of the purpose 
of the city of Los Angeles was voiced 
by Frederick J. WhifTen, president of 
the City Council, supported by C'oun- 
cilinen Betkouski and others, and came 
as a fitting climax to a somewhat in¬ 
volved, if not a bitter discussion of the 
question of building a city hall of 
which there is present need, if we may 
judge correctly from the facts devel¬ 
oped in the controversy anent the city 
hall. 

The truth is that the city has not 
the ready cash to finance the enterprise 
on a scale adequate to her needs. She 
knows that there is two or three mil¬ 
lion dollars of the county’s money lying 
idle in the vaults which could be quick¬ 
ly appropriated, if successful, in merg¬ 
ing the city and county governments. 
Nor is this all. With consolidation of 
the city and county governments an 
actuality the city would by her numer¬ 
ical voting strength be able to draw on 
the ranchers and business men outside 
of the city proper for hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of dollars through taxation in 
time. Less than one year ago the Mer¬ 
chants and Manufacturers through 
their organization, urged the merging 
of the etiy and county government tso 
be followed by a fifty-two-million-dol- 
lar bond issue to be used to build a city 
hall, an auditorium, and to

The Board of Trustees of the city of

either as principal, agent, or employee, 
or otherwise, to keep, conduct or main¬ 
tain within the City of Sierra Madre, 
any house, room, apartment, stand or 
place used in whole or in part as a 
gambling house or place where any 
game not mentioned in Section 330 of 
the Penal Code of the State of Cali¬ 
fornia is played, conducted, dealt or 
carried on with cards, dice or other 
device for money, checks, chips, cred¬ 
it, pennants, cigars, candy, merchan¬ 
dise or other valuable thing or repre¬ 
sentative of value. 

Section 2. It shall be unlawful for 
any person either as principal, agent, 
employee or otherwise, knowingly to 
permit any house, room, apartment, 
stand or place owned by him or under 
his charge or control in the City of 
Sierra Madre, to be used in whole or 
in part as a gambling house or place 
for playing, conducting, dealing or 
carrying on any game not mentioned 
in Section 330 of the Penal Code of the 
State of California, with cards, dice or 
other, device for money, checks, chips, 
credit, pennants, cigars, candy, mer¬ 

chandise or other valuable thing or 
representative of value. 

Section 3. it shall he unlawful for 
any person to play or bet at or against 
any game not mentioned in Section 330

the city of Los Angeles. Mind you 
there was not in the proposal a single 
suggestion of leaving a dollar of this 
money to be spent locally by outlying 
communities—it was all to go to Los 
Angeles. Ft is our opinion that the peo¬ 
ple of Los Angeles county will conclude 
that 11 ley have enough to do to beau¬ 
tify their own homes and cities with¬ 
out contributing to assist the city of 
Los Angeles. It is a brazen scheme to 
hold up the citizen-taxpayers of the 
county, but as the city of Los Angeles 
has determined to accomplish her de¬ 
signs, right or wrong, and as her suc¬ 
cess depending only on her ability to 
control the next legislature, it Is well 
that people opposed to he enslaved do 
all in their power to avert, if possible, 
tile fate which awaits them. 

This will be no easy task, either, 
since San Francisco has similar ambi¬ 
tions and united fora common purpose, 
the two cities will lie in a position to 
almost control, if not altogether, the 
legislature from the sheer force of nu¬ 
merical strength. 

It is pertinent to add that the two or 
more millions of dollars of county 
money now locked up in the vaults and 
which provides the present temptation 
to the city of Los Angeles, was accu¬ 
mulated in excess of the county's re¬ 
quirements largely by a mistake in 
making the tax levy. The Board of 
Supervisors, in making the levy, either 
forgot or ignored the new law which 
provides that the State taxes must be 
paid by corporations. 

To compel the property owners to 
pay a greater tax than is necessary 
in the aggregate to meet the current 
expenses of the county is all wrong. 
Any considerable surplus is certain to 
tie the cause of extravagance in the ex¬ 
penditure of the county's funds. It is 
all the more unfortunate in this in¬ 
stance because it not only deprives the 
property owner of his hard earnings, 
but it excites the cupidity of the citi¬ 
zens of the county seat.
